He waited all day. and when no 
word was heard from the pair 
which went on ahead, he managed 
to got the tow ear started and came 
back to Santa Ana. 

He then took his personal ear 
and rusherl back to Black Star 
canyon. Now neither he nor his 
two fellow workers or any in the 
motoring party have been heard 
from. Warren Barnhill was one 
member of the party which left 
from the garage. 

So this afternoon the highway 
patrol was waiting for the horse¬ 
man to reach the scene of the 
trouble and report back. It is not 
known whether or not anyone in 
the party of motorists is hurt. 

Captain Meehan .said that the 
motorists probatily are from I.ong 
Beach, inasmuch a.s a Mr. Taylor, 
who has a son in the party, and 
Mrs. Ward, who has a dauglitcr in 
the marooned oar, are from Long 
Beach.

Execution for Drug Users 


I'EIBING. UP) About 100,000 
drug addicts, ordered by the gov¬ 
ernment to "he cured or die,” will 
be liable for execution after New 
Year’s, Mayor Chin Teh-Chun esti¬ 
mated today. 

Police officials awaited orders 
for the roundup of addicts which 
is scheduled to start shortly after 
the Dec. 31 deadline set by the 
government several months ago. 

Mayor Chin cxpre.ssed belief, 
however, the executions would be 


llmlteil to a few hundred In the 
early stages of the campaign of 
death for confirmed narcotic users. 

He pointed out the chief purpose 
of the drive is to provide a moral 
lesson, and said municipal officials 
were depending largely on cooper¬ 
ation from Japanese consular au¬ 
thorities In halting drug sales by 
Koreans. 

The Chinese claim the drug traf¬ 
fic is carried on almost entirely 
by Korean salesmen, who, as Jap¬ 


anese nationals, cannot be brought 
to justice under Chinese law. 

“The world may condemn us for 
what may be a wholesale execution 
of drug sufferers, but since we 
cannot teach the real cause of the 
evil here- namely, the Korean 
dealers -our only recourse is to 
make the use of drugs so danger¬ 
ous that people simply will not 
dare to take up a habit punishable 
by death.” a high Chinese official 
said.

FORD PATENTS 
REAR ENGINE 


WASHINGTON. (iPi-Patent of¬ 
fice officials re[)ortcd today a 
patent for a new automobile de¬ 
sign, embodying an engine mount¬ 
ed in the rear, had been granted 
to Henry Ford. The engine would 
be mounted crosswise to the ehas- 
sib, eliminating the lengthy drive 
shaft of the conventional type of 
car 

The clutch, transmission and 
(hfferciitial are built as a unit, 
and mounted on rubber. Ford’s 
application for the patent was 
filed in 1935. Issuance of rights 
on the new design was delayed, 
however, while the patent office 
made a comprehensive search to 
determine whether any earlier de¬ 
velopments had been duplicated. 

Ford did not say in his appli¬ 
cation what use might be made of 
the new design. 

Man Dangling on 
Rope Found Dead 

GLENCOE, Argyllshire, Scot¬ 
land. (Ah- The body of William 
Christie, which had dangled head 
down from a rope near the peak 
of a 3000-foot mountain for more 
than 24 hours, was recovered to¬ 
day by five mountain climbers. 

When the body was brought to 
the foot of the mountain just at 
nightfall, doctors said the man 
protably had been killed Instantly 
wheii he fell. 


BERLIN. (Ah - Germany will 
avoid war measures against So¬ 
cialist Spain, but probably will per¬ 
mit volunteer fighters to continue 
to sail for the battle front, and 
may convoy German vessels with 
warships, persons In authority said 
today. 

These persona, insisting the ac¬ 
tual decision is up 1 1 Reich.sfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler, nevertheless outlined 
the most likely course for the third 
reich to follow in the near fu¬ 
ture, as: 

Hitler’s Course 

1. In her dealings with Spain, 
the reich will skirt as closely as 
possibly along the edge of war, 
without actually getting into war. 

2. Without specifically admit¬ 
ting it, Germany probably will con¬ 
tinue quietly to prmlt, or even en¬ 
courage, the .sailing of volunteers 
for Spain. She will send no whole 
divisions of the German army 
there, however, for that would 
mean war. 

3. Germany will avoid an actual 
armed rescue of the seized 
freighter Palos, now held by the 
Spanish government at Bilbao as 
a contraband carrier, but most 
likely will station a formidable 
part of the relch’s fleet at San 
Sebastian, or some other Fascist- 
held port, to meet and convoy any 
German vessel bound for Fascist 
Spain. 

Note Too I^ate 

Informed German sources said 
the reich felt a Franco-British 
Christmas note, urging a cessa¬ 
tion of volunteer enll8l^;ienls in 
Spain, had come too late. 

Germany will in all likelihood 
point out, it was stated, that as 
early as Aug. 17 she and Italy 
urged that such volunteer enlist¬ 
ments on either side be stopped. 

This “warning,” the Germans 
contend, went unheeded. 

Meanwhile, Germany formally 
gave the Spanish Socialists just 
a day to free the captured Palos.

about the time the ship was due 
to land in Burbank, they saw a 
flash in the mountains and heard 
an accompanying explosion that 
sounded like thunder. 

Tells of Find 

J. M. Dickinson, who was flying 
with his brother when the discov¬ 
ery of the wreckage was made, 
gave this account of the find: 

"With my brother, R. E. Dickin¬ 
son, manager of the Santa Paula 
airport, I left in a plane early this 
morning, and a few minutes later, 
while flying east, we saw the 
wreckage about two miles west of 
Weldon canyon, near Saugus. 

”We had been flying low, look¬ 
ing into canyons and along ridges 
when my brother, looking out of 
the left side of the plane he was 
piloting, said, 'Here It is.’ 

Fuselage Unbroken 

"We turned and flew at an al¬ 
titude of about 200 feet and could 
see where the big oak trees along 
the ridge had been broken off by 
the wings of the ship that were 
strewn over the hillside.

Reading like pages from the re¬ 
cent best seller, "Gone With the 
Wind,” are records of the Chrlst- 
mast commemoration locally in 
1863. It i.s recorded that religious 
.services were ob.served at the San 
Juan Capistrano mission, which 
was then 87 year.s old. No record 
of services at the sister mission 
at .San Gabriel has been found. 

Orange county was a part of I.os 
Angeles at that date, and the cen¬ 
ter of activity locally at that early 
period was naturally at the Los 
Angeles pueblo. However, even 
there Christmas was meagre. And 
in the sparsely populated country 
surrounding the little village the 
hard times of this lean period in 
American history were even more 
keenly felt. 

.No Ballyhoo 

Santa Claus stopped at few 
homes on that Christmas eve. Files 
of early newspapers of that date 
reveal no mention of toys, gifts, 
turkey and the fixings, or even of 


old Saint Nick him.self. Little .sug¬ 
gestion of the sea.son was found 
in the Christmas day edition of 
the early Ixis Angeles Star, and 
had it not been for the date line 
of Dec. 26, ’863, it would have 
been hard to realize that it really 
was Christmas. 

Predominant news in the news¬ 
paper of that date included ac¬ 
counts of the war activities in Vir¬ 
ginia, and the listing of the cas¬ 
ualty records of local men added a 
sombre note to any holiday spirit 
that might have invaded the lives 
of early residents. Almost the only 
reference to Christmas was in a 
small paragraph that read as fol¬ 
lows; 

No Thanksgiving 

"The people of this section took 
no more notice of Christmas this 
year than did the governor’s rc- 
rpicst last month about setting 
a.side a day for thanks in the 
church.” 

This notice would .seem to indi¬ 
cate that Thank.sgiving fared no 
better as a perlo<i of festivity lo- 
rally in 1863. No mention in old 
records of that date is made of 
Christmas church .services in either 
Catholic or I’rotestant places of 
worship, aside from the above 
mentioned observance at Capis¬ 
trano by the padres. 

Yes, Christmas, 1863, is a far 
cry from Christmas, 1936. A .sur¬ 
vey of old records shows that the 
yule date in that early year was 
probably the most forlorn observ¬ 
ance in the annals of the state, 
.liidging from recent activity, the 
1936 holiday will be one of the 
brightest in some time. 


Tomorrow the hoard of super¬ 
visors will be asked, "What do you 
plan to do about the present coun¬ 
ty ordinances governing u.se of 
underground water?” 

Representatives of the water 
committee of the Orange County 
Farm bureau and of the Orange 
County Water district are sched¬ 
uled to ask the board of supor- 
vi.sor3 to repeal county ordinance 
S.IO and to make plans for revi.sing 
or strengthening ordinance 349. 

Would Stop Wa.ste 

The Farm bureau and water dis¬ 
trict want the .supervisors to do 
something about the underground 
water laws before launching plans 
for the Sl.I.OOO.OOO county-wide 
flood control program, believing 
that everything po.ssiblc .should be 
done to stop the waste of water 
first. 

Officials of the water district 
and Farm bureau have studied a 
propo.scd ordinance which, if all 
provisions are adopted, would 
knock the gun clubs of the coun¬ 
ty out of existence. Provision is 
made in this oidinance for the su- 
pcrvi.sors to hold public hearings 
before issuing any licen.se for bene¬ 
ficial use of water. At these pro- 
po.sed hearings, any objections to 
licensing any person or group 
could be aired. 

Could Revoke I.iceiiHcs 

'rhe suggested ordinance would 
give the supervisors power to de¬ 
termine whether the licen.se .should 
hi! granted. Another provision 
gives the txjard power to revoke 
any license .should it he consid¬ 
ered necessary and proper. 

No license would be granted for 
recreational purpo.ses where water 
from a pumped well would go Into 
any pond unless the water is ac¬ 
cumulated on lands which are con¬ 
nected and lie in a contiguous 
Tiody, provided that a public road 
or highway shall not bo construed 
to separate or prevent lands from 
ibcing classed as contiguous. 

The ordinance makes it manda¬ 
tory that any pcr.son obtaining a 
license for recreational purposes 
must Install a meter upon any 
pump u.scd. 

I*roHe<ailloii Keiiuirol 

I.,icenses must make annual 
written statements or reports to 
the supervisors to determine the 
amount of water used and the use 
and purpo.ses for which such water 
was supplied. 

I’assage of the ordinance would 
make it the duly of the district at¬ 
torney to prosecute all violators 
of the ordinance on sworn com¬ 
plaint. 

Even though pumpe<i for a bene¬ 
ficial use, if water is pumped in 
an amount exceeding 31 acre 
inches of water per acre on which 
it is used, it is deemed a waste, 
providing, how<;ver, the right to 
accumulate that amount within 
any period of each year. 

Pumping water, even though 
such use be a recreational use, in 
an amount exceeding 2.6 acre 
inches of water per acre on which 
such water is u.sed, is defined as a 
waste. However, this amount can 
he accumulated in a single year. 
It is provided that such u.ser of

'Fheir furniture was moved to a 
delapidated, filthy .shack while the 
family was forced to live among 
friond.s, charitable institutions and 
relatives for quite a while. 

Yes, just imagine this right here 
in .Santa Ana, United States of 
America.
